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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or suggest a vehicle signal light fixture wherein a plurality of LEDs are arranged 
to from a first array and a second array, with all of the LEDs in the first array perform a 
brake light function, while a portion of LEDs in the first array perform a rear tail light 
function, and all of the LEDs in second array perform a turn signal function, while a 
portion of the LEDs in second array perform a running light function, with the first and 
second arrays of LEDs being red and yellow respectively.
